Was MacA 
Ghost Writer 


JOHN GUNTHER’S 


REVELATIONS 


New York, Nov. 19. 
John Gunther, author 
of the famous “Inside” 
books, said today that the 


speeches and reports which 
contributed greatly to the 
fame of General Douglas 
MacArthur when he was 
United States Chief of 
Staff (1928-30) were writ- 
ten for him by General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

fla an article in Lock magazine 
emitied “Inside Ik2”, Mr Gunther 
wro'e that General Eisenhower 
was General MacArthur’s ghost 
writer. 

Mr Gunther said, “All his life 
Eisenhower ‘has been interested tn 
the art of writing. 

“He spent some years in the 

War Department as a kind of 
sublimated ghost writer,

This information was given by 
State Department spokesman 
Lincoln White at a Press  con- 
ference following the announce- 
ment that Mr Rusk, top State 
Department official on Far 
Eastern Affairs, was en route to 
Tokyo to diseuss with Japanese 
leaders an agreement to station 
United States forces in Japan. 

Mr White said that Mr Rusk 
would not actually negotiate

Luis Romero 


Johannesburg, Nov. 19. 

A tribute to Luis Romero, 
the Spanish bantamweight 
boxer, in his world cham- 
pionship fight against the 
South African, Vic Toweel, 
on Saturday, was paid to- 
day by Bert Fellows, the 
boxing correspondent of the 
“Johannesburg Star.” 


He wrote: “Every boxer who 
sleps into a ring to battle for a 
world title is backed by deter- 
mination, but wihrile training 
Romero gave no indication of 
the cvurage and doggedness 
which he displayed against 
Toweel, 

“At the end of the second 
round, it would thave been 
dificult t» make a wager on the 
challenger seeing out the dis- 
tance. Romero was a_ beaten 
man, but only he refused to 
realise it. 


“With new-found strength, 
he repeatedly halted the aggres- 
sive Champion wlth his wind- 
mill lefts, though Toweel took 
most of the punches” on his 
right arm.

TO OLYMPIC GAMES 


Ala meeting of the executive committee of the Hong- 
kong Amateur Track and Field Association held at the 
Playground Centre, Southorn Playground, yesterday, Mr 
Yip Koong-im, was nominated as one of the officials to 


accompany the Hongkong 
Olympics next year. 
It was pointed out that 


contingent to the Helsinki 


two officials would accompany 


the footballers and that bodies affiliated to the Amateur 


Athletic Federation of Hon; 


gkong had been asked to 


nominate two other officials. 


The meeting also decided to 
s‘age an athletic meet at some 
future date to help raise funds 
for the Olympics. 

Ruies of first-claim qualifica- 
tion of the Association, drawn 
up ut the previous meeting, were 
approved. The rules, in part, 
siate that when a person is 4 
member cf two or more clubs, or 
a club and a unit of the Royal 
Navy, the Army or the Royal 
Air Foree (excluding Territorial 
and Auxillary Forces), or a Club 
and a college, university or busi- 
ness house affiliated directly ‘o 
the HKATPA, the Club or other 
body which can show the longest 
unbroken period of membership 
shall have firs'-claim upon hie 
services,

TROPHY COMPETITION 

Suggested rujes for a trophy 
competition on the lines of the 
English Milocarian Trophy 
were also approved. The ob- 
jects of the trophy are to en- 
courage athletics among the 
young in Hongkong; to give as 
many as possible experience in 
organised athletics and to en- 
courage those who do not nor- 
mally shine at competitions.

Beaten Up 
In Camp 


Three Men Charged 
With Manslaughter 


A beating up in the 
Chatham Koad Detainees 
Camp. Kowloon, on Septem- 
ber 27, which resulted in 
the death of a Szechwanese, 
aged 46, was recalled at the 
Criminal] Sessions this 
morning when three North- 
ern detainees were arraign- 
ed before the Senior Puisne 
Judge, Mr Justice Gould, 
accused of the manslaughter 
of another detainee, Sung 
Hoi-chow, 

Prisoners in the dock were 
Cheung Chan-chi, 26, of Tient- 
sin, and Wong Wo-shing, 29, 
and Wong Hoi, 23, both natives 
of Shantung. They pleaded Not 
Guilty and were not legally 
eopresented 

Tne jury 
prsed fice 
woInen 

Appearing for the prosecution, 
Mr WD. E. Greenfield, Crown 
Counsel, assisted iby Det-Insp 
1 Kavanagh, told the jury 
that it was alleged that. the 
three accused set upon Sung in 
what could best be described 
as a beating up. Their attack 
may not have been so severe 
but it so happened that the 
victim suffered from an en- 
lurged spleen and it seemed 
that in the course of the beat- 
ing a blow or blows landed on 
that part of the body and as a 
result of that injury Sung died 
soun afterwards. 

ATTACK DESCRIBED 

Crown Counsel said that the 
attack took place in one of the 
dormitories and there were a 
number of detainees present. An 
alarm was sounded and the 
Police inspector in charge of 
the Camp went to the spot and 
found the injured man who 
appeared then to be not badly 
beaten up. “There was no 
reason to imagine that he was 
going to die,’ said Mr Green- 
fleld. 

The Police officer called a 
parade of the detainees and he 
then cbserved that the man 
was getting somewhat worse in 
his appearance instead of better, 

The three accused stepped for- 
ward and said certain things and 
at thal stage i: was net an‘icipated 
thet anything serious had 
happened. 

Sung was 


empanelled com- 
men and two 


taken to hospital 
where efter examination the 
dooior decided that there was 
some.hing seriously wrong with 
him. Th? man died the same day 
despite all medical aid, 

The three accused were later 
arrested and charged with man- 
slaught:r, They made cer‘ain 
cautioned statements and ‘hese 
would be produced in the course 
of the trial. 

OFFICER’S TESTIMONY 

After a Police photographer 
had testified to pictures taken 
of the camp and the deceased, 
Det-Sub-Insp Henry Lin Shing- 
ching, of the Special Branch, 
Police Headquarters, in 
evidence, caid that on September 
27 he was officer-in-charge of 
the Camp. He was in his office 
when he heard the alarm bell 
sound shortiy before 10 a.m. 
He ran into the Camp and saw 
Sung standing ‘by No 1 dor- 
mitory. Sung was Slightly. bent 
and appeared to be injured. 
There were other detainees 
nearby but none close to Sung. 

Witness then took Sung {nto 
the inner part of the Camp 
but after about 30 yards Sung 
fell down and witness helped 
to’ prop him up against the 
wall. Witness went to call for 
an ambulance. 

On his return, said witness, 
he found a number of detainees 
around Sung, Witness then 
lined up about a hundred of 
them and the -three accused, 
who were among them, 
came _ forward. First ac. 
cused stated that there was no 
necessity for tthe parade ag it 
was they who had struck Sung. 
. Second and -third actnsed 
also, admitted the assault at the 
t , 


‘Witness had not then made up

Bribes Accepted By 
American Stars’ 


New York, Nov. 19. 
A stern and angry judge 
ignored the district at- 
torney’s mercy recommen- 
dation today and sent five 


former college basketball 
stars to gaol for taking 
bribes. At the same time, 
he bitterly blamed colleges 
for fostering athletic con- 
ditions which he said help- 
ed lead the youths to the 
penitentiary. 
Brushing aside the suggestion 
that the players had suffered 
enough and now deserved mere- 
ly suspenied sentences, Judge 
Saul Streit sent former Long 
Island University star Sherman 
While to prison for one year. 
He sentenced ex-stars Connie 
York U. and 
Ed Warner and Ed Roth of the 
City College of New York to 
six months each, And he order- 
ed ex-Long Island player Eddie 
Gard to serve an “indeter- 
minate” sentence which could 
be as much as three years. 
Streit also sent the game fixer, 
Salva’ore Sollazzo, io gaol for 
from 8-16 years for cffering the 
bribes and gave suspended sen- 
tences to nine other playens. 


SCATHING REPORT 

In issuing the sentences, Judge 
Streit made a scathing report on 
colleges. He charges the colleges 
themselves with creating a “cheap 
and false collegiate environmen.” 
‘0 cpera’e basketball as “big 
business" and said his investiga- 
tion showcd that “devices of 
frauds and probably fcrgery werz 
employed to matricula.e unquali+ 
fied s.udents to the college.” 

District attorney Frank Hogan 
told the court that all of the 
Players had pleaded guilty after 
they had “acted out of greed 
and an itch for easy money.” 
But he asked for cuspended sen- 
tences because he said the 
youths “had suffered ‘disgrace 
which would follow them all of 
their live; and gave invaluable 
assistance to the investigation 
which is continuing.” 

Judge Streit acquiesced in the 
cases of nine ex-players and 
gave suspended sentences to 
Adolph Bigos, Leroy Smith, 
Nate Miller and Dick Feurtado 
of Long Island, and Ed Roman, 
Floyd Layne, Herb Cohen, Irwin 
Dambrot and Norman Mager of 
the City College. He indicated 
that he also would give a sus- 
pended sentence to Lou Lipman
